DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5-11,1 3, and 21 -23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the at least 
partly consumable product of independent claim 1 defines over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious a pocket formed from 
dough, wherein the pocket has a length dimension, a width dimension and a depth 
dimension, and wherein each of the width dimension and the length dimension is 
substantially greater in extent than the depth dimension; a portion of a food stuffing 
material captured within the pocket; and a protrusion coupled to the pocket along at 
least most of a 90 degree segment around a perimeter that extends around the pocket 
and substantially encompasses the length dimension and the width dimension, wherein 
the protrusion is capable of being grasped and, when so grasped, the pocket is capable 
of being supported by the protrusion.
